CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) - In the 
win try Northeast, where con su mers 
pay prices for electricity that ran k 
amon g the n ation ’s highest, power 
compan ies are bein g squ eezed by 
“ju ice” stealers. 
Stealin g electricity by tamperin g 
with meters was first n oticed by a 
Florida u tility in 1970, in du stry sou rces 
said. It has spread to all parts of the 
cou n try an d appears to be flou rishin g 
in New En glan d. 
Boston Edison an d New En glan d 
Electric Sy stem recen tly mailed 
warn in g pamphlets with their bills. 
Three New En glan d Electric su b­ 
sidiaries said that in 1975 they fou n d 
405 su spected cases of theft amon g on e 
million cu &omers. They billed 177 
cu stomers for $61,45 7 worth of stolen 
electricity . 
Throu gh September of this y ear, the 
firm said it has fou n d 1,521 su spiciou s 
cases, with 666 billed for a total of 
$130,5 8 8 . 
“An y body who say s his compan y 
doesn ’t hav e a problem hasn ’t looked 
for on e,” say s Garen ce F. Eckelman n 
of the New Orlean s Pu blic Serv ice Co. 
an d chairman of the secu rity com­ 
mittee of the Edison Electric In stitu te, 
a trade grou p. 
Eckelman n said u tilities in itially 
ign ored the problem for fear of pu ttin g 
larcen ou s ideas in the heads of 
otherwise hon est cu stomers. 
Most electricity thiev es realize 
they ’d be cau ght if their meter 
recorded n o u sage, so they disable it or 
in stall ju mper wires on ly part of the 
time, or else they rig their meter so it 
ru n s slow. 
An apartmen t hou se own er here told 
a frien d he disables his meters for the 
middle two weeks between the meter 
reader’s mon thly v isits. 
John Walsh of Boston Edison said 
the relativ ely n ew crime apparen tly 
“cu ts across all the socio-econ omic 
categories." 
New En glan d Electric said it has 
prosecu ted 23 cases this y ear. Boston 
Edison said it prefers civ il to crimin al 
remedies. In Massachu setts, the max ­ 
imu m pen alty for stealin g electricity is 
a $100 fin e an d a y ear in jail. 
Most cases of theft are u n cov ered by 
meter readers, bu t some are fou n d 
when compu ters spot a su spiciou sly 
low bill. Sometimes n eighbors tattle. 
Bill Messer, of the New En glan d Gas 
& Electric Association , said some 
people offer, for a price, to “to cu t y ou r 
bills in half.” 
Two men hav e been charged with 
larcen y for allegedly sellin g su ch 
serv ices to 25 Hy an n is, Mass., motels, 
liqu or stores an d restau ran ts, he said. 
A similar case was reported in Rhode 
Islan d.

Charles Hy n es, New York state 
special prosecu tor for n u rsin g homes, 
said his office fou n d that n u rsin g home 
operators treated themselv es to min k 
coats, stereo equ ipmen t an d pain tin gs 
by su ch masters as Matisse an d 
Ren oir, claimin g in bills to Medicaid 
that these were all legitimate bu sin ess 
ex pen ses. 
It has been estimated that abu se an d 
frau d in Medicaid, a federal-state 
program for the poor, an d Medicare, 
which aids the elderly , cost tax pay ers 
$3 billion to $4 billion a y ear.

Zzy zx (pron ou n ced Zy e-zix ) was 
bu ilt in 1944 on federal property n ear 
Soda Dry I^ke in the Mojav e Desert 
abou t 200 miles east of Los An geles by 
Cu rtis Howe Sprin ger, who called 
himself the “last of the old-time 
medicin e men ." 
With the help of workers from Los 
An geles’ Skid Row, Sprin ger bu ilt a 
two-story hotel called “The Castle,” 
grou ps of cottages, a commu n ity 
din in g hall, a chu rch, a prin tin g plan t, 
food produ ction area, hot baths, shops 
an d a swimmin g pool. 
He picked the odd n ame to make it 
the last word in the En glish lan gu age. 
It still appears on road sign s poin tin g 
there from the Las Vegas, Nev ., to Los 
An geles highway . 
Bu t Sprin ger himself is gon e — 
ev icted in 1974 by federal marshals 
an d sen t to jail for sev eral mon ths 
after con v iction for illegally u sin g 
federal property an d false adv ertisin g 
of health food produ cts he claimed 
wou ld cu re ev ery thin g from sore toes 
to can cer. Sprin ger, n ow 8 0, liv es in 
I^as Vegas. 
Now Zzy zx is bein g con v erted in to an 
edu cation an d research cen ter u n der 
an arran gemen t between a con sortiu m 
of sev en Sou thern Californ ia colleges 
an d u n iv ersities an d the U.S. Bu reau of 
l^an d Man agemen t. 
The site will be u sed for field trips 
an d desert stu dies in biology as well as 
an thropology , archaeology , geology 
an d geography .

Win ds gu stin g to 40 miles an hou r 
accompan ied the fron t in eastern 
Mon tan a. Scattered showers followed 
the in flu x of cooler air in western 
Mon tan a, n orthern Idaho an d Oregon . 
The mov emen t of the v igorou s cold 
fron t throu gh the n orthern Rockies is 
part of a chan ge in the n ation ’s 
weather pattern . The chan ge also 
brou ght a sign ifican t flow of warmer 
air ov er the n orth an d cen tral Plain s 
for the first time this mon th.

' Hard Choices' On Defense Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Steadily 
risin g costs may force Con gress to 
make “hard choices” in allocatin g 
defen se fu n ds between man power an d 
n ew weapon s, a n ew stu dy warn s. 
Althou gh the report prepared by the 
Gen eral Accou n tin g Office 
was 
directed to Con gress, its con clu sion s 
carry sign ifican t implication s for 
Presiden t-elect Jimmy Carter. 
Amon g other thin gs, the GAO report 
say s there are limits to man power cost 
redu ction s that can be achiev ed by 
improv in g efficien cy in the u se of 
defen se person n el. “Larger redu ction s 
can on ly be achiev ed by policy chan ges 
affectin g stren gth an d pay lev els,” it 
said. 
Du rin g his su ccessfu l campaign for 
the presiden cy , Carter pledged to cu t 
the defen se bu dget by $5 billion to $7 
billion , main ly by elimin atin g waste, 
improv in g efficien cy , an d chan gin g 
some person n el policies. 
Carter also called for a withdrawal 
of the 42,000 U.S. grou n d troops from 
Sou th Korea ov er a fou r-to fiv e-y ear 
period, bu t he did n ot adv ocate 
redu cin g the size of the Army . 
He has said n othin g abou t cu ttin g the 
pay of the Defen se Departmen t’s 2.1 
million military person n el an d on e 
million civ ilian employ ees. 
In the report sen t to Con gress after 
the Nov . 2 election , the GAO cau tion ed 
that “ chan gin g n ation al m ilitary 
policies or lowerin g pay lev els wou ld 
be con trov ersial an d shou ld n ot be 
u n dertaken withou t carefu l stu dy .”

WASHINGTON (AP) - American 
officials are checkin g for an y fallou t 
from Chin a’s latest n u clear test ex ­ 
plosion , the largest in Chin a’s 12-y ear 
history as a n u clear power. 
U.S. officials ex pressed hope that the 
abov e-grou n d ex plosion on Wedn esday 
wou ld n ot cau se hazardou s radiation 
lev els in the Un ited States. 


The blast was 20 times larger than 
the last Chin ese test ex plosion in 
September. Bu t the En v iron men tal 
Protection Agen cy (EPA) reported 
that with fav orable weather con dition s 
the fallou t here from the blast may n ot 
ex ceed the low an d harmless amou n ts 
of radiation cau sed by the September 
test. 
Howev er, the lev els cou ld be in ­ 
creased, for ex ample, by heav y rain s 
when the radioactiv e clou d from the 
ex plosion passes ov er the Un ited 
States, the EPA said. 
ERDA said the ex plosion had a force 
of fou r megaton s, or 4 million ton s of 
TNT. The September blast measu red 
200,000 ton s. 
Mean while, Japan ’s Ky odo News 
Serv ice an d the Japan ese n ewspaper 
Asahi reported from Pekin g that 
Western military sou rces say that the 
latest test may sign al completion by 
the Chin ese of a strategic n u clear 
warhead for missiles. 
The Chin ese n u clear ex plosion in 
September resu lted in a sprin klin g of 
low-lev el radiation in the Un ited 
States. The greatest falloirt was in the 
East, where sign ifican t traces of 
radiation tu rn ed u p in cows’ milk, 
particu larly in Pen n sy lv an ia. Bu t the 
radioactiv ity n ev er reached lev els 
con sidered hazardou s to hu man s, 
officials said. 
The ex plosion was the fou rth Chin ese 
n u clear test this y ear. The Sov iet 
Un ion an d the Un ited States hav e 
agreed n ot to test n u clear dev ices in 
the atmosphere. 
The atomic bombs that the Un ited 
States dropped on Japan du rin g World 
War II were rated at 20 kiloton s — 
equ al in ex plosiv e force to 20,000 ton s 
of TNT — or 200 times smaller than the 
latest Chin ese test. 
The largest American n u clear test 
pu blicly an n ou n ced was a 15 -megaton 
ex plosion , ERDA said.

TWA Flight 516, a DC-9 with 73 
passen gers an d fou r crew members 
aboard, arriv ed in Pittsbu rgh ten 
min u tes late followin g the in ciden t 
which occu rred at 27,000 feet altitu de, 
n ortheast of Colu mbu s, Ohio. 
The crew members, who were n ot 
iden tified, were taken to Sewickley 
Valley Hospital in su bu rban Pitt­ 
sbu rgh an d later released. 


There were n o in ju ries amon g the 
passen gers aboard either of the 
plan es. 
The flight, en rou te from 
In ­ 
dian apolis, 
In d., con tin u ed on to 
Philadelphia with an altern ate crew. 
“Ev ery body ’s okay ,” said Capt. 
Dick Thomas of Kan sas City , Mo., who 
declin ed fu rther commen t. 
TWA Flight 373, a Boein g 727 with a 
crew of six an d 51 passen gers aboard, 
lan ded in Day ton , Ohio, a short time 
after the in ciden t. The flight origin ated 
in Washin gton , D.C. 
FAA spokeswoman Marjorie Kriz 
said the Nation al Tran sportation 
Safety Board has been asked to in ­ 
v estigate.

PLAINS, Ga. (AP) - Presiden t­ 
elect Jimmy C arter’s promised 
reorgan ization of the federal gov ern ­ 
men t will be carried ou t in a “v ery 
carefu l, deliberate process” ov er the 
n ex t two to three y ears, a key Carter 
staff member say s. 


Carter discu ssed that proposed 
reorgan ization , the econ omy , an d his 
dealin g with the Hou se an d Sen ate in a 
three-hou r meetin g with Democratic 
con gression al leaders Wedn esday at 
Sen . Herman Talmadge’s home at 
Lov ejoy , Ga., abou t 40 miles sou th of 
Atlan ta. He later receiv ed ex pression s 
of su pport from some of the legislators 
presen t. 
Carter, who was repeatedly referred 
to as “Mr. Presiden t” at the meetin g, 
said later he had asked the legislators 
to “direct me to make the ex ecu tiv e 
bran ch more efficien t.” 
An other topic was Carter’s ex ­ 
pressed desire to forge a bipartisan 
foreign policy . A Carter aide later said 
Carter will seek a meetin g with 
Repu blican leaders to ask adv ice an d 
“giv e them a feelin g of participation 
withou t their feelin g that they were 
bein g co-opted.” 
C arter 
told 
the 
Democratic 
legislators he wan ts Con gress to re­ 
en act the Hoov er Reorgan ization Act 
which, before it ex pired last y ear, gav e 


the presiden t the au thority to 
reorgan ize the federal gov ern men t 
su bject on ly to con gression al v eto. 
The Carter aide described the 
meetin g with n in e sen ators an d sev en 
Hou se members du rin g a n ews 
briefin g u n der the grou n d ru les that he 
n ot be iden tified by n ame. 
Carter en tered the meetin g with a 
list of discu ssion topics written on a 
folded piece of paper. At the top of the 
list was gov ern men t reorgan ization , 
bu t the aide said, “Gearly the topic 
that ran in an d ou t of almost all the 
discu ssion was the econ omy .” 
Gov ern men t reorgan ization was a 
topic Carter brou ght u p frequ en tly 
du rin g his campaign , recou n tin g the 
con solidation of Georgia gov ern men t 
agen cies he su perv ised as the state’s 
gov ern or an d promisin g he wou ld 
reorgan ize the federal bu reau cracy if 
elected presiden t. 
His aide said specific legislativ e 
proposals were n ot brou ght u p. 
Rep. Thomas P. O’Neill, DMass., 
ex pected to be the n ex t Hou se speaker, 
said Carter “will hav e 100 per cen t 
cooperation from me.” 
Sen . Mike Man sfield, D-Mon t., 
retirin g as the Sen ate Democratic 
leader, said, “If the meetin g this af­ 
tern oon is an y in dication of what lies 
ahead for this cou n try ...the omen s are 
all good.”

John Walsh of Boston Edison said 
the relatively new crime apparently 
“cuts across all the socio-economic 
categories." 
New England Electric said it has 
prosecuted 23 cases this year. Boston 
Edison said it prefers civil to criminal 
remedies. In Massachusetts, the max­ 
imum penalty for stealing electricity is 
a $100 fine and a year in jail. 
Most cases of theft are uncovered by 
meter readers, but some are found 
when computers spot a suspiciously 
low bill. Sometimes neighbors tattle. 
Bill Messer, of the New England Gas 
& Electric Association, said some 
people offer, for a price, to “to cut your 
bills in half.” 
Two men have been charged with 
larceny for allegedly selling such 
services to 25 Hyannis, Mass., motels, 
liquor stores and restaurants, he said. 
A similar case was reported in Rhode 
Island.

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WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress is 
being urged to consider severe jail 
terms for doctors, druggists and 
nursing home operators found guilty of 
taking part in the estimated billions of 
dollars in Medicaid fraud. 
A New York state prosecutor told a 
Senate 
investigating 
committee 
Wednesday that his office uncovered 
evidence that nursing home operators 
were padding bills under the federal- 
state Medicaid program to pay for 
personal luxuries. 
Charles Hynes, New York state 
special prosecutor for nursing homes, 
said his office found that nursing home 
operators treated themselves to mink 
coats, stereo equipment and paintings 
by such masters as Matisse and 
Renoir, claiming in bills to Medicaid 
that these were all legitimate business 
expenses. 
It has been estimated that abuse and 
fraud in Medicaid, a federal-state 
program for the poor, and Medicare, 
which aids the elderly, cost taxpayers 
$3 billion to $4 billion a year. 
Despite those figures, said Hynes 
and Samuel K. Skinner, U.S. attorney 
for Northern Illinois, virtually no 
health service offenders are ever sent 
to jail.

Desert Town 
To Become 
Test Center 


ZZYZX, Calif. (AP) — This aban­ 
doned desert town, intended by its 
founder to be literally the last word in 
health spas, is getting a new lease on 
life as a research center. 
Zzyzx (pronounced Zye-zix) was 
built in 1944 on federal property near 
Soda Dry I^ake in the Mojave Desert 
about 200 miles east of Los Angeles by 
Curtis Howe Springer, who called 
himself the “last of the old-time 
medicine men.” 
With the help of workers from Los 
Angeles’ Skid Row, Springer built a 
two-story hotel called “The Castle,” 
groups of cottages, a community 
dining hall, a church, a printing plant, 
food production area, hot baths, shops 
and a swimming pool. 
He picked the odd name to make it 
the last word in the English language. 
It still appears on road signs pointing 
there from the Las Vegas, Nev., to Los 
Angeles highway. 
But Springer himself is gone — 
evicted in 1974 by federal marshals 
and sent to jail for several months 
after conviction for illegally using 
federal property and false advertising 
of health food products he claimed 
would cure everything from sore toes 
to cancer. Springer, now 80, lives in 
Las Vegas. 
Now Zzyzx is being converted into an 
education and research center under 
an arrangement between a consortium 
of seven Southern California colleges 
and universities and the U.S. Bureau of 
I.and Management. 
The site will be used for field trips 
and desert studies in biology as well as 
anthropology, archaeology, geology 
and geography. 
“The beauty of Zzyzx is its central 
location in the Mojave Desert as an 
ideal

base 
for 
desert 
research,” said Dr. Dalton H. 
Harrington, chairman of the biology 
department at Cal State, San Ber­ 
nardino, and chairman of the 
California Desert Studies Consortium. 


Dense Fog 
Hits Nation

Dense fog was reported today in 
much of Florida and South Carolina 
and southern Alabama and Georgia. 
Travellers were advised that driving 
would be hazardous until mid or late 
morning as visibilities dropped to zero 
rn many areas. Locally dense fog also 
was developing in the San Joaquin and 
the San Fernando valleys of Califor­ 
nia.

‘Hard Choices' On Defense Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Steadily 
rising costs may force Congress to 
make “hard choices” in allocating 
defense funds between manpower and 
new weapons, a new study warns. 
Although the report prepared by the 
General Accounting Office was 
directed to Congress, its conclusions 
carry significant implications for 
President-elect Jimmy Carter. 
Among other things, the GAO report 
says there are limits to manpower cost 
reductions that can be achieved by 
improving efficiency in the use of 
defense personnel. “Larger reductions 
can only be achieved by policy changes 
affecting strength and pay levels,” it 
said. 
* 
During his successful campaign for 
the presidency, Carter pledged to cut 
the defense budget by $5 billion to $7 
billion, mainly by eliminating waste, 
improving efficiency, and changing 
some personnel policies. 
Carter also called for a withdrawal 
of the 42,000 U.S. ground troops from 
South Korea over a four-to five-year 
period, but he did not advocate 
reducing the size of the Army. 
He has said nothing about elating the 
pay of the Defense Department’s 2.1 
million military personnel and one 
million civilian employees. 
In the report sent to Congress after 
the Nov. 2 election, the GAO cautioned 
that “ changing national military 
policies or lowering pay levels would 
be controversial and should not be 
undertaken without careful study.”

Red China 
Explodes 
Atom Device 


WASHINGTON (AP) - American 
officials are checking for any fallout 
from China’s latest nuclear test ex­ 
plosion, the largest in China’s 12-year 
history as a nuclear power. 
U.S. officials expressed hope that the 
above-ground explosion on Wednesday 
would not cause hazardous radiation 
levels in the United States. 
The blast was 20 times larger than 
the last Chinese test explosion in 
September. But the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) reported 
that with favorable weather conditions 
the fallout here from the blast may not 
exceed the low and harmless amounts 
of radiation caused by the September 
test. 
However, the levels could be in­ 
creased, for example, by heavy rains 
when the radioactive cloud from the 
explosion passes over the United 
States, the EPA said. 
ERDA said the explosion had a force 
of four megatons, or 4 million tons of 
TNT. The September blast measured 
200,000 tons. 
Meanwhile, Japan’s Kyodo News 
Service and the Japanese newspaper 
Asahi reported from Peking that 
Western military sources say that the 
latest test may signal completion by 
the Chinese of a strategic nuclear 
warhead for missiles. 
The Chinese nuclear explosion in 
September resulted in a sprinkling of 
low-level radiation in the United 
States. The greatest fallout was in the 
East, where significant traces of 
radiation turned up in cows’ milk, 
particularly in Pennsylvania. But the 
radioactivity never reached levels 
considered hazardous to humans, 
officials said. 
The explosion was the fourth Chinese 
nuclear test this year. The Soviet 
Union and the United States have 
agreed not to test nuclear devices in 
the atmosphere. 
The atomic bombs that the United 
States dropped on Japan during World 
War II were rated at 20 kilotons — 
equal in explosive force to 20,000 tons 
of TNT—or 200 times smaller than the 
latest Chinese test. 
The largest American nuclear test 
publicly announced was a 15-megaton 
explosion, ERDA said.

Jets In Near-Miss Over Ohio 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Three 
crewmen on a Trans World Airlines 
flight to Pittsburgh and Philadelphia 
were shaken up when the pilot changed 
course abruptly to avoid another TWA 
jetliner over Ohio. 
A Federal Aviation Administration 
spokeswoman said the near miss, 
within a mile, came shortly before 5 
p.m. Wednesday when 
a pilot 
misunderstood an air traffic con­ 
troller’s instructions. 
But a TWA spokesman in Chicago 
said the FAA acted prematurely in 
blaming pilot error. 
TWA Flight 516, a DC-9 with 73 
passengers and four crew members 
aboard, arrived in Pittsburgh ten 
minutes late following the incident 
which occurred at 27,000 feet altitude, 
northeast of Columbus, Ohio. 
The crew members, who were not 
identified, were taken to Sewickley 
Valley Hospital in suburban Pitt­ 
sburgh and later released. 


There were no injuries among the 
passengers aboard either of the 
planes. 
The flight, enroute from In­ 
dianapolis, Ind., continued on to 
Philadelphia with an alternate crew. 
“Everybody’s okay,” said Capt. 
Dick Thomas of Kansas City, Mo., who 
declined further comment. 
TWA Flight 373, a Boeing 727 with a 
crew of six and 51 passengers aboard, 
landed in Dayton, Ohio, a short time 
after the incident. The flight originated 
in Washington, D.C. 
FAA spokeswoman Marjorie Kriz 
said the National Transportation 
Safety Board has been asked to in­ 
vestigate. 
She said the pilot of Flight 373, who 
was not 
identified,

misunderstood an air traffic con­ 
troller’s descent instructions and came 
within a mile of a collision with Flight 
516.

Government Moves 


PLAINS, Ga. (AP) — President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter’s promised 
reorganization of the federal govern­ 
ment will be carried out in a “very 
careful, deliberate process” over the 
next two to three years, a key Carter 
staff member says. 


Carter discussed that proposed 
reorganization, the economy, and his 
dealing with the House and Senate in a 
three-hour meeting with Democratic 
congressional leaders Wednesday at 
Sen. Herman Talmadge’s home at 
Lovejoy, Ga., about 40 miles south of 
Atlanta. He later received expressions 
of support from some of the legislators 
present. 
Carter, who was repeatedly referred 
to as “Mr. President” at the meeting, 
said later he had asked the legislators 
to “direct me to make the executive 
branch more efficient.” 
Another topic was Carter’s ex­ 
pressed desire to forge a bipartisan 
foreign policy. A Carter aide later said 
Carter will seek a meeting with 
Republican leaders to ask advice and 
“give them a feeling of participation 
without their feeling that they were 
being co-opted.” 
Carter 
told 
the 
Democratic 
legislators he wants Congress to re­ 
enact the Hoover Reorganization Act 
which, before it expired last year, gave 


the president the authority to 
reorganize the federal government 
subject only to congressional veto. 
The Carter aide described the 
meeting with nine senators and seven 
House members during a news 
briefing under the ground rules that he 
not be identified by name. 
Carter entered the meeting with a 
list of discussion topics written on a 
folded piece of paper. At the top of the 
list was government reorganization, 
but the aide said, “Clearly the topic 
that ran in and out of almost all the 
discussion was the economy.” 
Government reorganization was a 
topic Carter brought up frequently 
during his campaign, recounting the 
consolidation of Georgia government 
agencies he supervised as the state’s 
governor and promising he would 
reorganize the federal bureaucracy if 
elected president. 
His aide said specific legislative 
proposals were not brought up. 
Rep. Thomas P. O’Neill, DMass., 
expected to be the next House speaker, 
said Carter “will have IOO per cent 
cooperation from me.” 
Sen. Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., 
retiring as the Senate Democratic 
leader, said, “If the meeting this af­ 
ternoon is any indication of what lies 
ahead for this country...the omens are 
all good.”

Rhodesian 
Talks Stalled 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) — The 
British chairman of talks on the future 
of Rhodesia made a new bid today for 
compromise with black nationalists 
who refuse to attend conference 
sessions until he agrees to set a one- 
year transition period to black rule. 
Ivor Richard outlined his com­ 
promise proposal in a 45-minute 
meeting with Joshua Nkomo and 
Robert Mugabe, who have formed a 
“Patriotic Front” for the Geneva 
talks. Details of the plan were not 
known. 
Richard described the plan to 
reporters only as “some thoughts 
designed to facilitate movement at the 
conference.” 
Nkomo and Mugabe said they would 
study the plan and withheld further 
comment.

spokesman said, “Our position still 
stands. Meanwhile, we are studying 
the chairman’s proposal.” 
The Patriotic Front leaders accused 
Richard Tuesday of trying to divide 
the four black delegations and said 
they would not participate in formal 
conference sessions until he agreed to 
set Dec. 1,1977 as the date for majority 
rule in Rhodesia. 
Richard has proposed a 15-month 
transition period, with black rule 
within a year if legal details can be 
resolved.

His inv estments were part of a 
contest that set an initial limit of $300, 
so he began with only $273.71 — 10 
shares of J im Walter for $149.95, and 25 
shares of New Process for $123.76. 
On April 28,1975 he sold J im Walter 
at $34.87 a share and bought 60 more 
shares of New Process, which by now 
had risen to $6.37 a share. On Nov em­ 
ber 12 he sold his 85 New Process 
shares at $14 and rested a while. 
By December 19, U.S. Industries 
looked good and he purchased 300 
shares at $3.37. By Sept. 1, 1976, the 
closing date of the contest, these 
shares were worth $6.50 each. 
With div idends, and minus com­ 
missions, his $273.71 rose to a v alue of 
$1,772.49 m less than two y ears. This 
week the U.S. Industries shares 
remained around that price. 
In a letter to the National As­ 
sociation of Inv estment Clubs, whose 
contest he won, Mellish offered adv ice 
that probably nev er before has been 


heard from an inv estment adv iser, and 
certainly not from Wall Street. 
“ If hamburg has too much fat, there 
is nothing left when it is cooked,” he 
wrote. “ If there is not enough fat, it 
cooks up to be dry as sawdust. The 
balance must be just right to make a 
nice juicy hamburg.” 
Same with stocks — y ou need a nice 
balance before y ou hav e a juicy in­ 
v estment, said Mellish. 
The NAIC thought stocks looked 
rather juicy in September 1974, when 
the Dow J ones industrial av erage was 
roughly 350 points lower than it is to­ 
day , so they began the contest for 
members. 
Why inv est when such gloom 
ex isted? The NAIC’s answer is simple: 
General gloom is often y our op­ 
portunity . The woman of the Dow 
J anes Inv estment Club bought General 
Motors at its 1970s low of $28.87. Early 
this week it was $68.37. 
Mellish, a structural engineer and 
father of three children, has a more 
colorful way of ex pressing the ap­ 
proach: 
“ When y ou find good hamburg in the 
store that is v ery inex pensiv e, y ou buy 
all y ou can and put it in the freezer. 
When the price in the store is too high 
y ou eat from the freezer.” 
Mellish is in a position to eat rather 
well these day s, and the NAIC couldn’t 
be more proud. While conceding he 
may not need it, they hav e awarded 
him a y ear of NAIC’s Adv isory Ser­ 
v ice. And they ’v e thrown in a dozen 
glasses.

She knew, at the time of the 
interv iew, that she would marry J ohn - 
but she wanted to keep it to herself. 
“ Actors and actresses, y ou know are 
alway s mix ed up and self-analy tical, 
and they need to keep some things to 
themselv es. J ust consider. When or­ 
dinary pleasant people are children, 
they ’re encouraged to cov er up their 
emotions, hold back tears, and all that. 
“ Well, when y ou’re an actor y ou’re 
encouraged to do just the opposite - to 
cry , not to hide any thing. Unfor­ 
tunately , y ou’re bound to be ov erly 
concerned with y ourself. Frightful, but 
that’s how it is.” 
As the “ baby ” in Sir Michael 
Regrav e’s fiv e-member first family of 
the English theatre, Ly nn used to 
watch her parents, her sister Vanessa, 
and brother Corin, act out great 
dramas at home. She used to ask, “ Can 
I just be the dog or something?” - 
because being a dog, y ou could be in on 
it but not hav e any real respon­ 
sibilities.” 
She’s grown up now, has accepted all 
the responsibilities. Ev en a husband 
and children. “ It’s rather a nice 
thrill,” she say s.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Increases in 
the pay and benefits for federal em­ 
ploy es helped push up the growth of 
personal income in the United States at 
a faster pace in October, the gov ern­ 
ment said today . 
The Commerce Department said 
personal income grew at an annual 
rate of $10.2 billion, or 9.2 per cent, to 
$1,401.9 billion. That contrasted to an 
annual rate of $6.2 billion, or 5.5 per 
cent in September. 
On a per capita basis, the de­ 
partment said personal income for 
October climbed to an annual rate of 
$6,502, up 7.8 per cent from the same 
month last y ear. 
The growth means Americans will 
hav e more money to spend in the near 
future, somewhat counterbalancing 
some of the gov ernment’s recent 
negativ e economic statistics. 
Those statistics showed that retail 
sales hav e remained v irtually stable 
for four months, unemploy ment in­ 
creased by one-tenths of a per cent in 
October, and industrial production 
marked its second consecutiv e month 
of decline. 
October’s consumer price index , or 
inflation rate, hasn’t been reported 
y et. But consumer prices rose four- 
tenths of a per cent in September. 
Personal income consists of all 
wages, salaries, Social Security 
pay ments, div idends and other income 
receiv ed by indiv iduals after deduc­ 
tion of Social Security tax es.

NEW YORK (AP) — In the two 
years that ended September I, 1974, 
Eugene Mellish of Keene, N.H., saw 
his investment grow 548 per cent. 
A stock market amateur, he at­ 
tributes his success to the theory that 
“buying stocks is like buying ham­ 
burg.” 
Mellish, 53, began with two stocks, 
Jim Walter Corp., a company diver­ 
sified in building materials, home 
building and savings and loans, and 
New Process Co., a mail order house. 
Jim Walter cost $14.12, New Process, 
$4.62. 
His investments were part of a 
contest that set an initial limit of $300, 
so he began with only $273.71 — IO 
shares of Jim Walter for $149.95, and 25 
shares of New Process for $123.76. 
On April 28,1975 he sold Jim Walter 
at $34.87 a share and bought 60 more 
shares of New Process, which by now 
had risen to $6.37 a share. On Novem­ 
ber 12 he sold his 85 New Process 
shares at $14 and rested a while. 
By December 19, U.S. Industries 
looked good and he purchased 300 
shares at $3.37. By Sept I, 1976, the 
closing date of the contest, these 
shares were worth $6.50 each. 
With dividends, and minus com­ 
missions, his $273.71 rose to a value of 
$1,772.49 in less than two years. This 
week the U.S. Industries shares 
remained around that price. 
In a letter to the National As­ 
sociation of Investment Clubs, whose 
contest he won, Mellish offered advice 
that probably never before has been 


heard from an investment adviser, and 
certainly not from Wall Street. 
“If hamburg has too much fat, there 
is nothing left when it is cooked," he 
wrote. “ If there is not enough fat, it 
cooks up to be dry as sawdust. The 
balance must be just right to make a 
nice juicy hamburg.” 
Same with stocks — you need a nice 
balance before you have a juicy in­ 
vestment, said Mellish. 
The NAIC thought stocks looked 
rather juicy in September 1974, when 
the Dow Jones industrial average was 
roughly 350 points lower than it is to­ 
day, so they began the contest for 
members. 
Why invest when such gloom 
existed? The NAIC’s answer is simple: 
General gloom is often your op­ 
portunity. The woman of the Dow 
Janes Investment Club bought General 
Motors at its 1970s low of $28.87. Early 
this week it was $68.37. 
Mellish, a structural engineer and 
father of three children, has a more 
colorful way of expressing the ap­ 
proach: 
“When you find good hamburg in the 
store that is very inexpensive, you buy 
all you can and put it in the freezer. 
When the price in the store is too high 
you eat from the freezer." 
Mellish is ui a position to eat rather 
well these days, and the NAIC couldn’t 
be more proud. While conceding he 
may not need it, they have awarded 
him a year of NAIC’s Advisory Ser­ 
vice. And they’ve thrown in a dozen 
glasses.

Income Rise 
Reported 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Increases in 
the pay and benefits for federal em­ 
ployes helped push up the growth of 
personal income in the United States at 
a faster pace in October, the govern­ 
ment said today. 
The Commerce Department said 
personal income grew at an annual 
rate of $10.2 billion, or 9.2 per cent, to 
$1,401.9 billion. That contrasted to an 
annual rate of $6.2 billion, or 5.5 per 
cent in September. 
On a per capita basis, the de­ 
partment said personal income for 
October climbed to an annual rate of 
$6,502, up 7.8 per cent from the same 
month last year. 
Tile growth means Americans will 
have more money to spend in the near 
future, somewhat counterbalancing 
some of the government’s recent 
negative economic statistics. 
Those statistics showed that retail 
sales have remained virtually stable 
for four months, unemployment in­ 
creased by one-tenths of a per cent in 
October, and industrial production 
marked its second consecutive month 
of decline. 
October’s consumer price index, or 
inflation rate, hasn’t been reported 
yet. But consumer prices rose four- 
tenths of a per cent in September. 
Personal income consists of all 
wages, salaries, Social Security 
payments, dividends and other income 
received by individuals after deduc­ 
tion of Social Security taxes. 
It does not take into account other 
tax payments or inflation.

Yet, with the safety of 
today's anesthesia and the rapidity 
with which such an exploratory 
operation can be performed, it may 
even be considered “conservative,” 
rather than “radical.” 


My husband has a cancer of the 
intestines. Have you ever heard of the 
bloodless operation that is done in the 
Philippines for this condition? We are 
desperate.

Dear Mrs. N.: 
Although I can't answer letters 
directly, I did in your case because of 
your urgent need. I want my readers to 
understand that hundreds of people 
arc flocking to the Philippines for this 
“psychic surgery.” Despite the fact 
that warnings have been issued that 
this is sheer quackery and that it ex­ 
ploits the gullible who base their hopes 
on unscientific nonsense, desperation 
still drives patients to the Philippines. 
The most distressing aspect of this 
enterprise is not the cost, but the fact 
that valuable time is wasted — time 
which might otherwise be used in an 
attempt to limit or even cure a cancer.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger suggests that 
the Sov iet Union and China may settle 
some of the bitter disputes div iding 
them but not to the point that will 
threaten the West. 
Kissinger said Tuesday that the 
Russians and Chinese “ hav e quarreled 
for their own reasons and they ’re going 
to make rapprochement for their own 
reasons.” 
His assessment came at a con­ 
ference of parlimentarians from the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
nations in Williamsburg, Va., when he 
was asked if the Communists would 
resolv e their differences at the ex ­ 
pense of the Atlantic Alliance. 


Kissinger’s appearance at the NATO 
conference was his first public speech 
since 
Democrat 
J immy 
Carter 
defeated President Ford two weeks 
ago. Many of the questions dealt with 
the secretary ’s relations with the 
president-elect. 
Kissinger pledged to cooperate with 
the president-elect. 


The mainlines of American foreign 
policy are clear and bipartisan, 
Kissinger said, and he will support 
their 
continuation 
under 
the 
Democratic president. The secretary 
said he will trav el to Plains, Ga., on 
Saturday to meet with Carter “ to an­ 
swer 
fully his questions and 
to 
cooperate to the fullest ex tent to bring 
about a smooth transition."

He can hunch his narrow 
shoulders up, spread out his arms like 
wings, toss his long, gray hair — he 
even seems to stretch his 6-foot-4 
frame into a strung bow. 
His eyebrows are capable of arched 
heights beyond the reach of mort 
mortals, and his reddened face bobs 
and twists into numberless masks atop 
the thickened neck. 
For all that skill, Moynihan's 
campaign 
speeches 
often 
left 
audiences flat, and it is too early to 
class him with the Senate’s grand old 
speakers, with their melodrama and 
passion. Moynihan’s thrusts against 
his recent foe, incumbent Republican- 
Conservative Sen. James I*. Buckley, 
were more tweaks than damnations. 
“ Professorial” is a word many 
observers enjoy pinning on Moynihan. 
Buckley 
called him 
“ Professor 
Moynihan” throughort the campaign, 
and while Moynihan put on great 
displays of anger, he seemed to relish 
the label. 
In fact Moynihan's whole campaign 
image was a marriage of Irish street 
imp and Ivy league intellectual. 
“ Say something in Irish and ITI 
introduce you,” one speaker told him 
from the stage during the campaign. 
“ IT I have a beer,” Moynihan 
responded. 
Moynihan, who favors plaid Irish 
walking hats, will have some colorful 
competition in the Senate from a fellow 
academic who’s fond of tam-o’- 
shanters. It will come from Sen. S. I. 
Hayakawa, a semantics professor 
who, like Moynihan, defeated an in­ 
cumbent to 
become 
a 
California 
senator. Hayakawa, who gained his 
fame as a college president for a 
confrontation with student demon­ 
strators in the 60s, is a Republican. 
At 49, Moynihan has behind him a 
career of bouncing back and forth 
between government and campus, 
between Republican and Democratic 
powerholders. Hayakawa, who says he 
and Moynihan are liberal intellectuals 
who have seen the light, only recently 
switched from the Democratic to the 
Republican party. 
Moynihan started out working for 
New York’s Democratic governor of

Kissinger 
Sees Detente 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger suggests that 
the Soviet Union and China may settle 
some of the bitter disputes dividing 
them but not to the point that will 
threaten the West. 
Kissinger said Tuesday that the 
Russians and Chinese “ have quarreled 
for their own reasons and they’re going 
to make rapprochement for their own 
reasons.” 


His assessment came at a con­ 
ference of parlimentarians from the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
nations in Williamsburg, Va., when he 
was asked if the Communists would 
resolve their differences at the ex­ 
pense of the Atlantic Alliance. 


Kissinger’s appearance at the NATO 
conference was his first public speech 
since 
Democrat 
Jim m y 
Carter 
defeated President Ford two weeks 
ago. Many of the questions dealt with 
the secretary’s relations with the 
president-elect. 


Kissinger pledged to cooperate with 
the president-elect. 


The mainlines of American foreign 
policy are clear and bipartisan, 
'Kissinger said, and he will support 
their 
continuation 
under 
the 
Democratic president. The secretary 
said he will travel to Plains, Ga., on 
Saturday to meet with Carter “to an­ 
swer fully his questions and to 
cooperate to the fullest extent to bring 
about a smooth transition.”

the 1950’s, W. Averell Harriman. When 
Harriman lost his bid for re-election in 
1958, he gave his official papers to 
Syracuse University and Moynihan 
went there to teach. 
Moynihan got involved early in John 
F. Kennedy's campaign and went to 
Washington when Kennedy won the 
1960 election. 
There, in the forefront of the New 
Frontier, and later President Lyndon 
B. Johnson's Great Society, Moynihan 
was a highly ranked architect of ex­ 
panding social programs. 
Irater, after his first stint at Har­ 
vard, he grew more doubtful about the 
federal government’s ability to bring 
about creative change, and he signed 
on as President Richard M. Nixon’s 
domestic affairs adviser. 
In that post Moynihan counseled that 
the black “ problem” could benefit 
from a period of “ benign neglect.”

During the same time Moynihan 
promoted a welfare reform plan, 
based primarily on the notion that the 
current system works to divide 
families and that a system which of­ 
fered more cash and fewer programs 
for broken families would probably 
help people more.

Hayakawa, California's colorful 70- 
year-old senator-elect, is a recent 
Republican convert who says he views 
campaigning as a combination of 
evangelism and standup comedy.

contained 
elements of each. Picture the scene: 
The Japanese-American semanticist 
is on his campaign train playing “ Bye 
Bye Blackbird” on a harmonica. 
Dressed in a white suit and white 
shoes, light blue shirt and polka-dot 
tie, Hayakawa embarks from the train 
in San Diego and hears the crowd 
chanting: “ We want Sam!” 
Hayakawa pauses, then tells his 
admirers. “ I love that sound ... we 
want Sam. Sam the samurai, yellow 
hope of the Republican party.”

As with most of his quips, the short, 
puckish Republican was at least 
semi serious. He has said he wants to 
move the GOP forward in the 20th 
century, including more recruiting 
minorities to its ranks. 
Hayakawa’s campaign symbol was 
a tam-o’-shanter — the kind of hat he 
wore when television cameras filmed 
him ripping wires out of a student 
sound truck in 1968 at San Francisco 
State College. 
He was then president of the school, 
and Hayakawa says the episode helped 
him become a folk hero of sorts — “ in 
the same way Patrick Moynihan 
became a folk hero when he was 
cursing them out at the United 
Nations.” Moynihan is a newly elected 
U.S. senator from New York. 
After seeing universities “ go down 
the drain” in the student radical days 
in the 1960s, Hayakawa said: “ 1 stood 
up and 
I 
moved 
people 
very 
profoundly. I stood up to all the abuse 
the universities were taking.” 
During his campaign to unseat 
incumbent Democrat John Tunney, 
Dr. Samuel Ichiye Hayakawa lived up 
to his selfbilling as an “ unpredictable” 
even though he spent a lot of time 
talking about traditional GOP issues 
such as the need for a streamlined 
bureaucracy and increased aid to the 
small-business man. 
It wasn’t just that Hayakawa was a 
nonpolitician. Californians elected 
song-and-danceman George Murphy 
senator in 1964 and former actor 
Ronald Reagan governor in 1966. 
What made Hayakawa different was 
what else he talked about and how he 
behaved on the campaign trail. 
He seemed to enjoy being an odd 
mixture, one moment brushing off a 
question on the Panana Canal with the 
line, “ I think we ought to keep it, we 
stole it fair and square,” and the next 
minute making an erudite comment on 
political theory. 
One point he discussed in a serious 
way was his change of political 
parties. How could a man who called 
himself a liberal Democrat until three 
years ago now have conservative GOP 
backing? 
“ What happened to me happened to 
a considerable number of liberal 
intellectuals, many of them former 
Socialists, Irving Kristol, Sidney Hook, 
Daniel Bell, Daniel Moynihan, Sey­ 
mour Lipset,” he said. 
“ They stood for the traditional 
concept of academic freedom, for all 
parties, not just the left. They were 
united on the idea that universities 
were places for ideas, not just break­ 
ing windows.” 
Some of Hayakawa’s campaign 
proposals were unique, to say the 
least. 
At one point, he called on females to 
organize 
against 
Playboy 
and 
Penthouse because “ women have a 
right to the privacy of their private 
parts.”

During his campaign to unseat 
incumbent Democrat John Tunney, 
Dr. Samuel Ichiye Hayakawa lived up 
to his selfbilling as an “unpredictable” 
even though he spent a lot of time 
talking about traditional GOP issues 
such as the need for a streamlined 
bureaucracy and increased aid to the 
small-business man. 
It wasn’t just that Hayakawa was a 
nonpolitician. Californians elected 
song-and-danceman George Murphy 
senator in 1964 and former actor 
Ronald Reagan governor in 1966. 
What made Hayakawa different was 
what else he talked about and how he 
behaved on the campaign trail. 
He seemed to enjoy being an odd 
mixture, one moment brushing off a 
question on the Panana Canal with the 
line, “I think we ought to keep it, we 
stole it fair and square,” and the next 
minute making an erudite comment on 
political theory. 
One point he discussed in a serious 
way was his change of political 
parties. How could a man who called 
himself a liberal Democrat until three 
years ago now have conservative GOP 
backing? 
“What happened to me happened to 
a considerable number of liberal 
intellectuals, many of them former 
Socialists, Irving Kristol, Sidney Hook, 
Daniel Bell, Daniel Moynihan, Sey­ 
mour Lipset,” he said.

Cleveland 
Integration 
Pushed Up 


CLEVELAND (AP) - NAACP 
attorneys say Wednesday’s ruling by 
the U.S. 6th Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati paves the way for pitting a 
desegregation plan into effect in 
Geveland schools by next fall. 
The appeals court ruled that 
Cleveland schools cannot delay 
desegregation while appeals are being 
considered. 
The three-judge panel upset an 
earlier ruling by Judge Paul Weick 
halting desegregation planning pen­ 
ding appeals. 
At the same time, the panel agreed 
to hear appeals by the Geveland and 
state school boards from U.S. District 
Court Judge Frank Battisti’s riding 
that both boards were responsible for 
segregation in Geveland classrooms. 
The appeals court noted that the 
prohibition 
against 
racial 
discrimination is one “already im­ 
posed by the Constitution” and said 
Battisti’s order to school officials to 
stop discriminating and to submit de­ 
segregation plans was neither severe 
nor costly. 
“ The order does not compel 
defendants to perform any particular 
act, except to participate in the for­ 
mulation of a remedial plan,” the 
appeals court said. “The value of the 
constitutional rights to be protected 
far outweighs administrative costs 
that might be incurred in formulating 
a remedy.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio gas 
and electric companies plan to move 
ahead voluntarily with a plan that 
would lower rates for needy custom­ 
ers, says a public relations expert who 
aided the successful utility campaign 
against four ballot issues. 


One of the issues, overwhelmingly 
defeated on election day, would have 
forced utilities to institute minimum 
bloc rates to all residential customers. 


“The victory was a victory for 
common sense bit not in any way a 
sign that the public was going to 
support the utilities on any issue,” said 
Robert Maurer of Maurer, Fleisher, 
Zon and Anderson. 


The Washington firm, which has a 
history of backing liberal Democrats, 
orchestrated a media campaign that 
was an instrumental part of a million 
dollar utility-backed effort to defeat 
issues 4, 5, 6, and 7. 


but now, the utilities are ready to 
talk seriously about an alternative to, 
or variation of Issue 4, the "lifeline 
proposal.” It would have forced them 
to provide minimum amounts of gas 
and electricity to all customers at low 
rates during winter months. 


“We are going to do something,” 
Maurer said in an interview. “There is 
a firm commitment.” 


Gov. James A. Rhodes recently 
praised a Toledo Edison plan to cli 
rates for the poor and elderly and 
added ‘there is no reason a similar 
plan cannot be worked out on a 
statewide basis.” 


The Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio (PUCO) is currently assessing a 
107-page consultant’s report on various 
types of lifeline systems. 
The report, prepared by the Ohio 
State University Department of 
Mechanical and Nuclear Engineering, 
also discusses ‘‘peak load” or ‘tim e of 
day pricing,” an oft-mentioned al­ 
ternative to minimum bloc (lifeline) 
rates. 
Under the time of day rate plan, 
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residential customers who use gas anu 
electric power during off-hours would 
pay less. A housewife, for instance, 
would be advised to operate a washing 
machine before 7 a.m., or after 7 p.m. 
Maurer said the electric utilities and 
representatives of diverse interests 
that supported the campaign against 
the issues would meet privately next 
month to discuss the pricing issues. 
The meeting will include officials 


from labor, industry and farm groups 
that banded together during the “Vote 
No. on 4-7” campaign. Groups that sat 
out the election, such as the league of 
Women Voters and Council of Chur­ 
ches, will also be invited, Maurer said. 
The goal will be to reach a broad- 
based consensus on legislation that 
would provide rate relief for those who 
need it most—the poor, the elderly and 
the handicapped.

Report Clash 
In Lebanon 
Near Israel 
BEIRUT, lebanon (AP) — leftist 
Lebanese Moslems say Christian 
militiamen and Israeli commandos 
attacked Kfar Rial, a Moslem village 
several hundred yards from the Israeli 
border, touching off savage fighting. 
“Israeli border gun batteries are 
shelling the village as well as its 
northern approaches to prevent 
dispatch of any reinforcements,” said 
a communique Wednesday from the 
liebanese Arab Army, made up of 
leftist Moslems who were in the 
lebanese army until it disintegrated 
during the civil war. 
Aifthoritative military sources in Tel 
Aviv denied that Israel was involved. 
But there was no way to determine the 
validity of either report. 
Residents of Metulla, an Israeli 
settlement just south of the liebanese 
border, reported hearing artillery fire 
across the frontier. 
Kfar Rial is on the edge of the 
Arkoub, the region in southeast 
I>ebanon used by the Palestinian 
guerrillas as a staging area for raids 
into Israel until they got involved in the 
lebanese war. 
The cease-fire agreement concluded 
at the Arab summit meetings in 
Riyadh and Cairo last month provides 
for the Palestinians to return to the Ar­ 
koub, bit the Israelis have said they 
would not permit this. Since the cease­ 
fire Oct. 21, hundreds of guerrillas 
have been reported moving south 
through the Syrian lines, and Israel 
last week shelled targets in the region. 
The Syrian forces that invaded 
lebanon in June to prevent a leftist 
Moslem victory and now constitute the 
bulk of the peacekeeping force have 
stayed well away from the southern 
border, apparently to avoid provoking 
an Israeli attack. 
The only other major areas of 
lebanon they do not control are the 
Moslem ports of Tripoli and Sidon, the 
country's second and third largest 
cities. Tripoli is 60 miles north of 
Beirut and Sidon 25 miles south of the 
capital. 
The Syrians are reported preparing 
to move into both cities.

In another development, the Tribune 
said it has filed a complaint with a 
federal judge asking the state’s 
correctional boards and officials to 
withdraw a policy banning interviews 
with Gilmore.

Speedy Trial Rule 
Eased By Justices 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Speedy 
trials are guaranteed under state law 
only when a defendant is in the custody 
of officials in the county where charges 
against him are pending, the Ohio 
Supreme Court has ruled. 
The high court also said Wednesday 
that the speedy trial law, which took 
effect on Jan. 1, 1974, is not retroac­ 
tive. 
The unanimous ruling overturned a 
Court of Appeals decision in the case of 
Gary MacDonald, 30 of Cleveland, who 
is serving a minimum eight y ear term 
in the Southern Ohio Correctional 
Institute for armed robbery and 
carry ing a concealed weapon. 
MacDonald argued that the 90-day 
limit for bringing a case to trial when a 
defendant is in jail should have been 
applied to time he served in federal 
prison. 
The speedy trial rule also mandates 
that defendants must go on trial within 
270 days of arrest if they are not in­ 
carcerated.

VANCOUVER, Wash. (AP) - 
Daniel Durham says he looks at life 
differently now that he has the chips 
off his shoulders — some 30,000 pounds 
of them that entombed him alive for 90 
minutes.

The experience for the Labor 
Department’s Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSHA) ap­ 
pears to have been as sobering as one 
of those fabled ‘trips out back” on a 
frosty morning.

The furor, which erupted last June, 
resulted in a congressional curb on 
OSHA’s authority and an awareness 
within the agency of what is needed to 
restore its credibility, he said. 


OSHA also drew flak for its farm 
safety booklets — said to be aimed at 
barely literate laborers — advising, 
among other things, that wet manure 
is slippery and that farmers should 
“speak softly to cows.” 
OSHA originally planned to req uire 
field toilets and drinking facilities 
within five minutes’ reach of any 
farmworker. Farmers from around 
the country ridiculed the proposal as 
costly and impractical. They said 
nature’s call could best be met in more 
informal ways or by driving to toilet 
accommodations. 
The privy rule is still being con­ 
sidered, but Dolloff said it probably 
will apply only to such farms as fruit­ 
growing operations and large truck 
farms, which freq uently hire large 
numbers of migrant workers.

The available vaccine will take care 
of less than IO per cent of an estimated 
960,000 eligible Hoosier, children 
between the ages of 3 and 17. 
Dr. Charles Barrett, coordinator of 
the swine flu inoculation program in 
Indiana, said Indiana can expect to re­ 
ceive enough to immunize about 85,000 
high risk children. 
The vaccine in question is for those 
children who do not suffer from 
chronic illness and are not considered 
to be in high-risk groups. High-risk 
children already are receiving the 
vaccine. 


HIGHLAND, Ind. (AP) - Indiana 
and Illinois officials apparently will 
not meet soon to discuss the Kankakee 
River Valley flooding problem. 
Farmers had hoped the meeting 
would take place this month. 
However, officials said a steering 
committee will meet Dec. 9 to plan the 
two-state conference, expected to be in 
the format of a one-day workshop for 
public officials and business, farming 
and environmental groups. 
The “river” is a canal dredged out in 
1900s by the Corps of Engineers.

Man Survives Trip 
Under Wood Chips 


V an ik A gainst 
Tax Cut Plan 


VANCOUVER, Wash. 
(AP) - 
Daniel Durham says he looks at life 
differently now that he has the chips 
off his shoulders — some 30,000 pounds 
of them that entombed him alive for 90 
minutes. 
Durham was dumped into a truck, 
buried under six feet of wood chips and 
carried 40 miles while his screams 
went unheard. Someone even walked 
over the chips, unaware that Durham 
was buried beneath. 


“All of a sudden I was falling, and 
then I was buried,” Durham said 
Wednesday. “I may have blacked out a 
couple times from suffocation. I knew I 
couldn’t last more than five minutes 
more.” 
Durham was leveling chips in an 
elevated bin last Friday when he was 
dumped accidentally into the truck, 
which then headed for a fiber company 
40 miles away. 
Jerry Thorp, supervisor at Lumber 
Specialty Industries Inc., said Durham 
had neglected to block the driveway 
with a board that keeps trucks from 
backing under the bin while somebody 


is 
working 
in 
it. 
Better 
safety 
precautions since have been instituted, 
Thorp said. 
“I knew I was going to die,” Durham 
said. “ I struggled, I yelled, but nobody 
heard me. Then I realized I had better 
save my energy.” 
Durham said he was nearly tram ­ 
pled and suffocated when the truck 
stopped at a weigh station. “I could 
feel somebody walking right on top of 
me there, biz no one heard me yel­ 
ling,” he said. 
Unknown to Durham, back at the 
lumber company Thorp had noticed 
him gone about 15 minutes after the 
truck pulled away. Realizing he might 
be in the truck, Thorp phoned fiber 
company officials, who contacted the 
driver by radio. 
An ambulance awaited the truck at 
Iiongview, and workers dug and 
clawed Durham free. He escaped with 
only three cracked ribs and internal 
bleeding which has cleared up. 
“I’m not religious, but I have second 
thoughts now,” he said. “I know God 
had something to do with me making 
it.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. Rep. 
Charles A. Vanik, D-Ohio, Wednesday 
voiced his opposition to a tax cut plan 
under consideration by President-elect 
Jimmy Carter and his economic ad­ 
visors. 
“I oppose a general tax cut because 
it is an inefficient tool to stimulate the

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Eldridge 
Cleaver, 41, the former Black Panther 
who ended his seven-year fugitive 
exile abroad one year ago today, is 
observing the anniversary by retur­ 
ning to Paris. 
Cleaver is free on $100,000 bail while 
awaiting trial on attempted murder 
charges stemming from a 1968 
shootout with Oakland police. 
A spokesman said Cleaver would 
spend “about IO days to two weeks 
meeting with publishers in Paris and 
Germany who have the European 
rights to his books.”

request for a 72 per cent rate increase. 
The CEC said Powers told reporters 
last Oct. 8 that he felt it was a 
“foregone conclusion” that a tem­ 
porary rate surcharge of 27.6 per cent 
would be made permanent. 
The CEC said the statement in­ 
dicated an attitude of making the 
verdict first and then looking at the 
evidence. The group called the 
situation an “Alice in Wonderland” 
approach to rate setting. 


OSHA also drew flak for its farm 
safety booklets — said to be aimed at 
barely literate laborers — advising, 
among other things, that wet manure 
is slippery and that farmers should 
“speak softly to cows.”

Clothing Tips 
For Hunters, 
Anglers

Clothing designed for the outdoor 
person is a hot item in the fashion 
world these day s. 
Ov erstuffed 
down 
co ats, 
well 
tailored jackets of sy nthetic insulation 
and trimly cut rain gear are showing 
up more and more at sports stadiums, 
in shopping centers and just about any 
place that informal attire is ap­ 
propriate. 
Many of the new fashions are pur­ 
chased by people concerned with 
appearance first and comfort second. 
The outdoor person who must depend 
on his outer clothing when the weather 
is at its worst will be more concerned 
with warmth than looks. 
To many , warmth is a many lay ered 
thing. With proper dress, y ou can 
endure almost any cold in relativ e ' 
comfort. 
At a recent fishing tournament near 
Columbus, stiff autumn winds pushed 
the chill factor far below the actual 30- 
degree reading. Ex cept for my feet, I 
managed to keep warm more than 
eight hours on the water despite o c­ 
casional ramshowers. 
The trick was fiv e lay ers of clothing 
designed to retain body heat and, of 
course, reliable rain gear to prev ent 
chilling water to reach the skin. 
From the inside out, I wore cotton 
underclothing, down 
insulated 
un­ 
derwear, a longsleev e flannel shirt, 
khaki pants, a snowmobile suit and 
water repellent, two -piece ny lo n 
windbreaker. I wore a hat but also 
made use of the parka hoods on both 
the snowmobile suit and rain jacket. 
The important thing about dressing 
for outdoor activ ities is to tailor y our 
clothing to the ty pe of activ ity in which 
y ou participate. That may seem o b­ 
v ious when y ou contrast the needs of 
the skier with those of the grouse 
hunter, but it is surprising how many 
people buy one big, bulky goose down 
coat and think they hav e the cold 
licked under all circumstances.

WASHINGTON (AP) - If current 
prices hold up, farmers next spring 
may plant a near record acreage of 
soybeans which could help replenish 
the dwindling U.S. stockpile, ac­ 
cording to an Agriculture Department 
analyst. 
George W. Kromer, a fats and oils 
specialist in USDA’s Economic 
Research Service, said Wednesday 
that the outlook now is for continued 
high prices. He said a much larger 1977 
soybean crop will be needed to head off 
a continued tight supply situation a 
year from now. 
Speaking at the department’s annual 
outlook conference, Kromer said that 
if the present price advantage that 
soybeans hold over com continues into 
spring, “farmers likely will expand 
soybean acreage in 1977, possibly a 
tenth above this year’s 50 million 
acres.” 
That could mean a planted soybean 
acreage of around 55 million acres, 
close to the record plantings in 1973 of 
56.7 million acres. At that time, far­ 
mers greatly expanded soybeans 
because of high market prices in 1972, 
another period of dwindling reserves. 
The 1973 crop was a record of nearly 
1.55 billion bushels and added 
significantly to a buildup in soybean 
stockpiles. Output dropped to about 1.2 
billion bushels in 1974 after farmers 
cut plantings to 53.5 million acres. 
There was an increase in plantings 
in 1975 to 54.6 million acres and the 
crop last year was a near-record of 1.52 
billion bushels. This was on top of a 
soybean “carryover” reserve of 185 
million bushels at the start of the new 
marketing year on Sept. I, 1975, and it

Soviet Atom Survival Plan Copied 


SEA T T IJS (AP) — The Boeing Co. 
says it has tapped the Soviet Union’s 
civil defense program to develop a 
system to protect its industrial 
machinery 
from 
a thermonuclear 
attack and has tested the plan by using 
Soviet defense manuals. 
The protection method involves 
supporting machines and equipment 
on polyurethane foam and covering 


them at the first sign of attack with 
plastic foam, metal chips, balsa wood, 
dirt or sandbags. 
Boeing estimates that all the 
nation’s industrial machinery could be 
partially protected for between $1.2 
billion and $1.5 billion. 
Boeing itself could resume airplane 
production 12 weeks after a nuclear 
attack if its machinery is protected in 
Sunken Treasure 
Lures Adventurers 


W ILLO W ICK, Ohio (AP) - The lure 
of sunken treasure has brought many 
men cold, watery deaths, but there still 
remain those who assume the risk for 
the sake of adventure and hidden 
fortune. 


A Willowick father and son scuba 
diving team has as a quest a Canadian 
ship that sailed from New York State 
170 years ago carrying more than $2 
million in gold bars. 
Frank Pertz, 49, and his son Don, 24, 
have researched Cleveland library 
records 
for 
clues 
of 
the 
ship’s 
whereabouts. 
The name of the ship remains a 
mystery, but it last was seen by a 
lighthouse keeper in Erie, Pa. The ship 
is believed to have been caught in a 
violent storm and now rests at the bot­ 
tom of Lake Erie. 


“ They were going to start a bank 
with what was on that ship,” the elder 
Pertz says. 
His search for the wreck began three 
years ago, and he is convinced other 
scuba divers also are seeking it. He 
also acknowledges that even once it is 
found, disposition of the treasure 
probably would be determined by a 
maritime court. 
But the real adventure is not so 
much in the finding but in the sear­ 


ching, his son believes. 
“ Everytim e you dive, you’re going 
into a different situation—you learn 
something new,” the younger Pertz 
says. “ I just like being in the water.” 
Scuba diving in l^ke Erie is an 
experience in itself, both men say, 
explaining that it is completely dark 70 
feet down because of pollution, silt and 
algae. 
“ You can actually swim into the 
loose bottom and not even know it,” 
Don says. 
When the Pertzs aren’t diving in 
I .ake Erie, they are searching for 
sunken treasure off the Florida Keys 
or in the Gulf of Mexico. 
About seven years ago, they were 
snorkeling from a boat off the Keys 
when a barracuda began chasing Don. 
“ I ’ve never seen so many teeth in 
my life,” he says, claiming to have 
jumped back into the boat without 
touching the sides. 
He acknowledges that diving can be 
dangerous, but he adds that “ ifs just 
like anything else; you get scared, but 
that’s no reason to quit. 
“ The nice thing about diving is that 
you never know what you’ll see,” he 
reasons. 
And if he winds up with a share of the 
$2 million, he adds, it will be invested 
in a search for something else.

Abortions 
Rejected 


CLEVELAN D (AP) - More unwed 
mothers are rejecting abortions as 
attitudes about early pregnancy 
change, social workers have been told 
in the continuing Ohio Welfare Confer­ 
ence here. 
“ Ten years ago, 90 per cent of the 
girls you saw had decided that 
adoption was the answer for their 
babies,” Bea Pulver, director of intake 
for Florence Crittenton Services in 
Toledo, told a workshop Tuesday. 
“ Now 90 per cent of them want to 
keep their children,” she said. 
But she added that she thinks “the 
word is getting out that it isn’t all that 
great to be young, have a baby and be 
single.” 
Others told the workshop that nearly 
300,000 of the American teen-age girls 
who became pregnant out of wedlock 
last year turned to abortion. The re­ 
maining 700,000 gave birth to their 
children. 
And their cries for help, said Mary 
Butcher, coordinator of the Cuyahoga 
County Welfare Department’s Service 
to Young Families, may not come for 
12 or 18 months. 
“ We have to keep an open door, to 
listen to those cries,” she said.

cleville Post office for two weeks, read 
a lirt of priorities the local system will 
be striving for. He said these points are 
being worked on by all employes. 
Hiring two carriers for rural routes 
was first on the list. The area has 
been in need of this for some time, and 
the post office is in the hiring process. 
It will also review city carrier routes, 
and make an effort to divide the 
business area among at least three 
carriers. 
The post office will be obtaining 
routing 
stickers. 
This 
will 
be 
especially helpful for getting bulk mail 
to its destination quicker. Employes 
will instruct persons using the stickers 
as to the proper way, so mailcan go 
through the distribution centers 
without being re-processed. 
Post office officials will inform the 
press and radio regularly on changes 
in the system. Not only special oc­ 
casions, such as Christmas delivery, 
but any changes that relate to the 
customers. 
The stamp stock levels will be 
examined to see if they need to be 
adjusted. Also, the window help will be 
occasionally evaluated 
for prompt 
processing and dispatching of mail. 
Finally, repairs on the building will 
be taken care of to conform with a 
recent building inspection. 
Horsley told the group that the 
problems of long lines at the windows 
will be alleviated but within the 
restrictions and budgets placed on 
them. 
Another goal of the post office is to 
have the box mail ready by 8 a.m. 
Pritchard added that this is his goal, 
but during heavy periods, such as the 
first of the month, it may not be 
possible. 
Another point that Horsley cleared 
up is local mail. Any mail that is 
placed in a local drop box is canceled 
in Circleville. All other mail goes to 
Columbus to be sorted. 
Horsley announced that Robert 
Provost will 
come to Circleville 
Monday to fill in during Payne’s ex­ 
tended sick leave. He added that 
Provost is very dependable and will 
continue with the priorities listed by 
Horsley. 
Because of the new numbering 
system for rural areas rn the county, 
some questions arose as to the length 
of time given to the residence for 
changing to road numbers. Horsley 
noted that after the engineers give a 
list to the post office, the information is 
passed on to the customer. One year 
is given to the customer to give to 
correspondents. After that tune, it is 
the post office’s right to put wrong 
address in the dead letter file. 
Another question came up abort 
receiving a change of address from 
post office employes. Mailing ad­ 
dresses are under the protection of the 
Privacy Act. For this reason, a fee 
must be charged for the information 
because of the receipts and statements 
filed and the search that is made for 
the address change. 
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Obviously, one of the things 
thats new is the addition of 
BancOhio to our name.
